These chemicals are both used 
for the control of broadleafed 
weeds in crops. There is a dif- 
ference in cost; M.C.P. is more 
expensive but it has the advan- 
tage of being safer to use. on oats 
or other sensitive crops, such as 
flax. 2, 4-D is safe to use on 
wheat and barley and is slightly 
more effective on some weeds. 
Whichever you use, try. to spray 
when the weeds are small and 
growing conditions are good. 
Forage Crops 

When. moisture conditons are 
good;-there is still time to seed 
grasses and legumes this spring. 
A firm, moist seed bed and the 
seed kept close to the soil sur- 
face are the main steps in getting 
a good catch. Broome, Crested 
Wheat Grass, Alfalfa and Sweet 
Clover are good standard grasses 
and legumes for this district.

Small egg 
producers 
doomed 


Campaign committee chairman 
for the Egg Producers Free Mar- 
keting Association, Mel Weekes, 
claims that 40,000 of the estimat- 
ed 60,000 egg producers could be 


put out of business if the proposed 
compulsory egg marketing plan 
goes into effect. He was comment- 
ing on statements attributed to J. 
H. Harrison, member of the pro- 
visional marketing Board, which 
were published in the Regina 
Leader-Post May 20. Mr.» Harri- 
son told a press conference in Re- 
gina the problem was to educate 
40,000: smaller egg producers who 
only hold an average of 47 hens 
on their farms. 


Mel Weekes disagreed with Har- 
rison’s statement that the answer 
to the problem might be eventual- 
ly to take grade B eggs off the 
market as shell eggs and process 
them in other ways. If this were 
done, Mr. Weekes said, it would 
put a great many of the small 
egg producers out of business be- 
cause of the lower prices they, 
would reeeive. ‘While such action 
might benefit the larger egg pro- 
ducers in some measure, he was 
of the opinion smaller operators 
should be allowed to stay in busi- 
ness. . 


If the Saskatchewan Poultry 
Association, .a relatively small 


group of the total egg producers |’ 


in the province, were actually in- 
terested in bettering the lot of 
producers generally, they should

Last year more than 
people drowned in Canada. That 
is not a very proud record for 
any nation. Those men, women 
and children lost their lives be- 
cause they neglected to observe 
elementary rules of water safe- 
ty. 

Every year the Canadian Red 
Cross reminds us of- those rules 
and at first glance they seem so 
obvious and self-evident that we 
wonder why the Red Cross keeps 
issuing this material. That is 
the thought until we look at the 
record and compare a few sta- 
tistics: 

Most of those tragedies. hap- 
pened because people didn’t 
think or never realized they 
were in any danger. They were 
foolhardy and ignored one or 
more of ‘the simple precepts of 
safety in, on or near the water. 

This year the Canadian Red 
Cross Society is asking us to 
draw the attention of readers to 
National Water Safety Week, 
June 15-21. This we are happy 
to do, and it is hoped that our 
words of warning may awaken 
some thought and save lives in 
this community. .

Hard liquor: 
— roduces more| 
alcoholics : 


Canadians are changing their 
drinking habits from, beer to hard 
liquor, with a consequently in- 


creased problem of alcoholism, the}. 


Dominion Brewers Association de-|” 
clared in a brief. submitted to Fi- 
naneé Minister Donald Fleming. 

Pointing. out that alcoholism 
rates: are. highest in countries 
when liquor’ is the chief drink, and 
lowest where™ the | predominant 
drink is’ beer, the brewers group 
said: “At the present time the 
federal and provincial govern- 
ments’ fiscal , policies are having 
the effect of encouraging drinking 
of hard liquor rather than beer.” 


Such a trend to liquor drinking 
and away from beer had actually 
been reversed in the United King- 
dom, Denmark and Belgium, the 
brewing industry submission said. 
These countries are now  beer- 
drinking countries, with much 
lower aicoholism rates than before, 
the brief stated. The change was 
brought about through taxation 


policy, with consequent effects on 
the relative prices of various alco- 


holic beverages. “Belgium has the 
beer in the world, and the alcohol- 
ism rate-is about one percent’ of 
the adult population, well below 
the world average, and. certainly 
below .the. rate in Canada,’ the 
brief points out. 


The brief outlines the contribu- 
tion of the brewing industry to 
the Canadian economy. It provides 


employment to more than 60,000 
Canadians in all parts of Canada, 
the brief. states, and uses one- 
third of all barley processed and 


tributed over a billion tax dollars 
to federal and provincial govern- 
ments since the end of World War 
II. “Particularly at a time, when 
the government is stressing the
